This is a decision on the petition, filed September 28, 2006, under 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED.

Continuation of 3. NOTE: They do not identify any changes to the claims and therefore raise the question whether an amendment has 
been filed. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 
CFR 1.1 1 1(b) because they amount to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out 
how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. Applicant merely denies that the references suggest 
the limitations "turning on or turning off a contact type switch by lifting up the body when the nozzle contacts the substrate" and "lifting up 
the body at a speed slower than a speed of lowering the body, so that the nozzle is isolated from the substrate". Applicant has not 
pointed to any alleged errors in the examiner's reasoning, which was clearly laid out as to these limitations on pp. 3-4 of the final Office 
Action mailed 3/7/2005. 
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
